THE PRESUMPTION OF INNOCENCE. 

In its zeal for stringent enforcement of prohibi- 
tion Congress has sought to abandon a fundamental 
principle of Anglo-Saxon law, namely, the presump- 
tion of innocence in criminal trials. In section 33 of 
the prohibition enforcement act the burden of proof 
is placed upon the possessor of liquor to show that 
such liquor was lawfully acquired, possessed and 
used. 

However desirable Congress may think it is to ex- 
terminate the liquor traffic, it is far more important 
that vital legal principles remain to protect us 
against usurpations and oppressions. The principle 


until he is proven guilty comes down to us from 
Magna Charta, with bills of right, exacted of English 
Kings only after bloodshed, as safeguards against ar- 
bitrary power. 

It ts inconceivable that constitutional lawyers in 
the Senate and House should subscribe to a reversal] 
of this principle, in view of its fixed place in our 
jurisprudence and its benign influence in the pro- 
tection of our rights throughout a long course of his- 
tory. It is well understood that “ptesumption of in- 
nocence” in criminal trials is a part of “due process 
of law,” and that by the fifth amendment no man 
may be deprived of life, liberty or property without 
due process of law. This presumption Its as vitally a 
rart of “due process of law” as is the jury itself, and 
courts are under the duty to cal] th!s presumption to 
the attention of the fury in their instructions. 

It is safe to predict that when this measure reaches 
the Supreme Court its constitutionality will be con- 
sidered on grounds other than the influence of pro- 
hibition fanatics in the electorate.

QUITTING THE AIR. 

The House committee's refusa) to concur in the 
Senate's appropriation cf $15,000,000 for the army air 
craft service is an act «! varsimonious folly which, fn 
the light of recent histor’, is inexplicable. To be sure. 
the House undertakes ‘ defend its action with the 
statement that the army has no plans for expending 
this sum wnd that, in view of the stupendous waste 
of the Wa. Department’s aerial prozram during the 
war, the time has come to put a stop to this squan- 
dering. 

That millions were wasted itn our frenzied endeavor 
to achieve control of the air during the war cannot 
be denied, but one of the reasons for that stupendous 
waste was the short-sighted policy which the House 
is now resuming. The war taught us that there are 
limitations even to American genius. We learned, 
or should have learned, that we can’t perform mir- 
acles overnight. Our persistent refusal to accept 
facts as they were, to take the world as we found 
it and govern ourselves accordingly, precipitated us 
headlong into the jam of attempting impossibles 
when the day of need finally came. We have paid 
for that folly with the lives of thousands of young 
Americans and with billions of treasure, and we 
shall pay in the same coin again if we repeat the mis 
take.

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LABOR PARTY GAINS IN ENGLAND. 

In the municipal elections in England a number of 
cities in which its influence had previously been 
smal were carried by the Labor party and in other 
cities it made unexpectedly large gains. Unionism in 
that country cannot be said to show any very decided 
preference for political agencies, as compared with 
othe: agencies for promoting its ends.

The impressive municipal gains may be explained 
fn part by the recent removal of certain restrictions 
on suffrage and possession of a vote by many who 
previously did not have it. But it must also be due in 
some important part to the determination of the labor 
voters to stand together, and, while not neglecting 
other agencies, to employ political agencies to a great- 
er extent than heretofore. 

Parties of one class, like parties of one idea, have 
never had much vogue in this country. Government 
by parliamentary groups, however, in which a num- 
ber of smal] parties coalesce to make up a majority, 
has some advantage over our system of government 
by majorities owing allegiance to a single big party. 
At any rate, it affords opportunity for the official 
expression of finer shades of political thought and 
often hastens the adoption of progressive ideas. 

[In the ballot, American workmen have an agency 
more powerful] than the strike. Politica] x lidarity 
is more potent than the industria! solidarity we hear 
so much about. The vote is a direct-action agency 
which does not run counter to injunctions, Deputy 
Sheriffs or the militia. It is an orderly, lawful, ap- 
proved method, in contrast with methods that too 
often lead to disorder and lawlessness and sacrifice 
the public interest. 

Can it be unwise and unprofitable for labor fn this 
country to submit its issues to the arbitrament of 
the whole public at the polls?

If one goes down to a Government store one 
finds out pretty quickly why the Germans quit. 
Our Uncle Samuel was only getting ready to 
fight when the rumpus ended. He was no 
more than spitting on his hands. He did not 
even have his coat off. The old fellow was 
slow to anger, but if you want to get a no- 
tion how mad he was inside about the *ime 
we deciared war you have only to go to one 
of these stores and see what he bought. He 
bought everything. He bought enough stuff 
to see him through another siege of Troy. Of 
course, the Germans knew about that. We are 
told the Germans had sples everywhere, which 
seems to have been the case. That was not en- 
tirely to our disadvantage. [It enabled Ger- 
many to learn the thoroughness of our prepara- 
tion. We bought nothing by the dozen. so far 
as one can see around these stores. Whatever 
it was, we ordered all there was of it It was 
the order we put in for supplies that broke 
down the German morale. They could take 
cheer of Ludendorff's opinion that our raw 
troops could net fight, but when they learned 
that we had ordered 85 tons of bacon, 400 tons 
of ham, 4,000,000,000 army blankets, 3,000,000 
water buckets, eight tons of woo! socks, etc. 
etc.. the Germans sald: “These people are 
wasteful, but imagine a country that can order 
stuff om that scale!” That dished their cour- 
age. It was not so much that we beat them 
in battle. They were licked every time a spy 
turned in ome of our orders for war supplies. 
The man who bought 20 times as many lan- 

as we needed was as much the hero of 
as anyone elise. He was the Gergt. 
the supply department. It is not read- 
credible that a great war might have been 
mn by an order for prunes, but the psycholo- 
gist will tell you this ts probably what hap- 
pened in the war just ended. We don’t know 
how many prunes we bought, but the Germans 
knew—which is more important. The Govern- 
ment store is the most tnteresting war exhibit 
we have had in St. Louls. We have icoked 
everything else over without understanding 
just what did bring to tts knees the mightiest 
army the world has ever known, but we saw 
mR all plainly enough when we went inte the 
Gevernment store. What chance had the Ger- 
mans? »

Not many people in this country see the re- 
ports of the U. S. Bureau of Ethnology, and 
therefore cannot know how hard the Govern- 
ment has tried to preserve the tongues of the 
tribes.

When a Sioux Indian went to a telephone some- 
where along the front anc said to another Sioux 
Indian at the other end of the line: “Googa- 
luchi tgahpjysyici gosphetem haposjige!” the 
other Sioux knew what [t meant but the Ger- 
man sples didn’t. They could listen their heads 
off and not be able to make out whether the 
Americans were going to attack or meant to 
give up and go home. It was the same thing 
with the Germans when an Apache went to the 
phone. The language of the Apactes is what 
made them fierce. It tickled the Americans 
almost to death to hear an Apache say: “Gugu- 
hahjpkseyh sezg poskimnsyph hgs hupssojfyd 
gitshgoo yupahaupjsk!” The Americans en- 
joyed it so much because they knew about 
what all the Germans listening in on the wire 
would make of it. It also amused Gen. Persh- 
ing, who probably chuckled more over this par- 
ticular stratagem than anything else that hap- 
pened.

It is 
still a valuable food,-although it has 
of whole milk. The 
quality of skim milk varies with the 
way the cream has been separated 
from it, little or no fat being left 
when the separation is done by ma- 
chine, but some fat is always lief! 
where hand skimming is employed. 

Skim milk sells for just half the 
price of whole milk and has only lost 
its fat. Even after the milk is 
skimmed the solids and other nutri- 
ment-giving properties are still pres- 
ent in nearly the same proportion as 
in whole milk. In an ordinary mixed 
diet a sufficient amount of fat is 
supplied by meat, butter and lard 
so that the loss of the fat in the milk 
is of little importance. 

Protein is one of the costly food 
ingredients and the one most likely 
to be lacking in inexpensive meals, 
but this important nutriment skim 
milk supplies in a cheap and useful 
form. 

The value of skim milk is not gen- 
erally appreciated. It is not as rich 
in flavor as whole milk, but when 
taken into bread or used in cooking 
it forms a very valuable addition to 
the diet. Milk soups give an excel- 
lent means of increasing the food 
value of a meal. Sometimes soups 
are combined with left-over soup 
stocks, or mixed with the pulp of 
vegetables, such as tomatoes, celery, 
peas, corn and beans. Milk ‘“‘cream” 
or white sauces are valuable for the 
nutritive material supplied as well as 
for the use of left-overs. Then comes 
the long Hst of puddings, breads, 
biscuits, griddle cakes and cocoa, 
which may be made with skim milk. 
Almost all these dishes, if carefully 
prepared, are nutritious, easily di- 
gested and economical.
